And applying this 
remark particularly to the French nation, 
he proceeds to fay, * Though very con- 
fiderable, the population of France is ve- 
ry far from having reached the term which 
renders colonies neceffary.”’ Thefe fenti- 
ments of our honourable ambaffador are 
undoubtedly juft. 


France is populous, bué noi full ; in 
Proportion to her area or furface, the is a 
little more populous than Germany, Eng- 
land and Wales ; but the ; is confiderably 
lefs populous tban laly, and much lefs 








than Holland.* France is not quite a 
fixth part fo large, in furtace, as the Unit- 
ed States : her population is eftimated at 
twenty-four million ight hundred thou- 
fand: which averages. one hundred and 
fifty-two in shabitantade each {quare mile. 

Germany, which’ ties in the neighbour- 
hood of France, is. Agmething larger, in 
extent of territory, as well as in population. 
Now, making the fuppofition that Germa- 
ny were a wildernefs, and that France 
were offered the poffeffion of it, not in 
commutation for millions of dollars, but 
gratis ; would it be wife policy in France, 
merely for the fake of poffeffing addition- 
al territory, to accept the gift and con- 
fequently to difperfe her population in fet- 
tling this neighbouring wildernefs ?—On 
he refpe@table authority of Mr. Living. 
fton, we confidently fay, NO: accord- 
ing to his conclufive reafoning, fuch a

beneficial to France ; becaufe, not 
ing a ** fuperabundance of population,” 
fhe can ufefully employ ali her people at 
home; and ** one man alone is more 
ufeful by remaining at home, than two 
by removing at a diilance.

South 
of the Ohio, and in the neighbourhood of 
the Mififlippi, are immenfe tra&s of un- 
oecupied lands. Inthe Weftern territo- 
ry of Georgia, about twenty two million 
acres of excellent land was fold, by the 
government of that State, fo lately as the 
year 1795, for the fum of five hundred 
thoufand dollars ; which is from two to 
three cents an acre. The population of 
the State of Georgia, Kentucky and Ten- 
neflee does not average two perfons to a 
fquare mile. In the State of Virginia, 
the oldeft ftate in the Union, there are 
(including the negroes) but about eleven 
perfons to a fquare mile. In the States 
of Pennly!vania and New-York, there are, 
to each {quare mile, but about ten per- 
fons ; which is lefs than a fifteenth part 
of the population of France. Maffachu- 
fetts (cxclofive of the Province of Maine, 
moft of which is yet a wildernefs) has a- 
bout forty inhabitants, to every fquare 
mile : Conneéticut about forty four.— 
Thofe two States are, through miflake, 
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No. 36.

COTTON MILLS IN ENGLAND. 





IN a ftatement pubiifhed in the year 
1728, it is declared that there were then 
one hundred and forty-three cotton-milis 
in operation in Great-Britain ; mearly two 
thirds of which had been ere@ed within

Yefterday moraing about 4 octet, TS 
inhabitants of Philadei phia nigh hemniegs >Y 
the cry of fire. It proceeded from a at - 
ding occupied by Mr. Phineas Daniel, ns a 
lead fot manufactory, fituate in Water be- 
tween Market and Chefnut-ftreets. The 
citizens aflembled on this occafion, have 
firong evidence of the utility and ulefulne : 
gf the hydrants and hofe. . For although 
ihe fituation of the building prevented the 
effectual approach of many of the engines, 
the fire was extingutihed betore 40 clock : 
atter having confumed the building in 
which it originated, and injuring the roots 
of two adjoining houfes. ‘Phe wind which 
had blown from the north eaft for the pre- 
yious 24 kours, changed previonfly to a 
light air trom the fouto well, andtothis we 


may, in fome meafure, attribute the pre- 
fervation of the adjacent property. We 


have not been able to olsain.a fatistactury 
account of the caufe of the fire. Whatey- 
er may be the lofs of property, it can be ac- 
counted nought when compared io the per- 
fonal iajury received on this oceafion—At 
the time the fire was nearly extingutfhed, by 
the fall of a chimney, three perfons were 
firicken dead on the ground on which they 
jtood, and fix or feven feverely wounded.
